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^ujacujeu Aper Mexicanus Mofchiferus^ or the Ana- 
tomy of the Mexico Musk-Hog^ is^c. 

■^His Jnitnal being fo much a ftranger to our Nati- 
on ; audits inward organs, atieaftfomc, fbodd, 
and remarkable i I am willing to deliver my ob- 
fervations of it. They are rpide, and very inperfed, 
yetfuch as they are, I the rather venture abroad, fince 
it may be, I may never have an opportunity of compieat- 
ing them. 

The occafion of my making thefe, was afforded me, 
by my very good friend Dr. Goodall^ a Fellow of the Col'- 
/^4?ofPhy{icians, and a great lover of the fame, who ac- 
cidentally meetmg with it, when dead ; procured it for 
our private dijfecHon at our Theater ; and afterwards more 
leaiurely exaaiining it, at the /{ffpoftory of the Psoyai Soci- 
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ety ; and having the affiftance of my ingenious Friend 
i^ Waller Efq. and Mr. Hunt in making the Hj^^i^r^/i I 
think I may be able to give fome better notice of it, than 
what hitherto we have received. 

But it will be convenient firft of all, to tell what it is 
we arc going to deicribe. The Indian names of this Ani- 
mal. ^xc^§luauhtla Coy mat I ^ & ^ari^ptl ^ or Coyametl^ feu 
^laauhcoyametl as m the Mexico Hijtory. Ovtedus faith, 
the Indians call it Chucbie. In Lerius^ Gomara, Margra-- 
vius^ GuL Pifo, Src. it is called Tajacu^ Tajacu Caatgoaru. 
by Jofephus a Cojla^ and others, ^ino ^ ot Say no ^ and by 
Jo. Faher one of the Lyncean j^cadamy, znd who hath wrote 
the largeft on this Animal oi any I have met with, it is 
called ^j/cr Mexicanus ; and for a reafon I fhail after- 
wards give, I have added the Epithet Mofchiferus ; to di- 
itingtiifh it from any other that may be met with there. 

The wholo^Jbape of this ^/2m<»/ is fuch, that we may 
eafily reduce it to th^ Swine kind:, as plainly appears by 
our Figure, which is much more exa6t, than either that in 
Hernandez • where the Snout ^ and head feems too flendcr, 
nor did we obferve that white ring about the Neck s 
which is there coajedurally defcribed. Or thztxnPifo^ 
Johnjton^^c. where it ispidured with large Mujiachios^ 
and a Tayle. But it was much lelTer then our ufual Hoggs ^ 
for from the end of the body, where the Ta^ le fhould be, 
to the top of the head between the ears, was two foot and 
two inches ; from thence, to the end of the nofe, XI. In- 
ches. TheGirthof the body, two foot. The girth of the 
neck, i<J Inches- of the head in the largeft place i8 In- 
ches^ and of the Snout 12. Inches. For thelov/er^f^rp in 
this Mexico- Ho fr was more protuberant, and the head lefs 
tapering then in ourSrr>?;2^ ; and in the Sceleton appears, 
much like that of the Baby Poujja ; only it had not thofe 
teeth; and the Me:;^ appeared io very fnort and thick, 
not from thofe large glands, which in fome o^t\i<^ Si^ine 
kind do fb ftuf out their necks ; but from the fnort turn* 
iiv^ upwards of the Fcrtebrce of the Neck, which were 
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keptio clofeto thebodj^, by the infcrtion of that ftrong 
li(^a?nent into the Pole from the back, which in Animals, 
that are prono Capite^ is of extraordinary ufe, and much 
adds to the ftrength of this Animal, 

The Colour of the body was grifly ; being befet with 
brijiles, which were thicker then thofe of a ho^^ and lefTer 
than thofe of a hedg-hog^ but like thofe of a Hedg-hogy or 
the quills of a Porcupine^ they were variegated with white 
and black ringes. J of. a Cofta makes them like thefe, to 
be weapons too, Irritati (^faith hej Setas^ ut novacula^ 
acutas erigunt^ qiiihus inJeUores fuos fauciunt periculojijji-' 
me ini/iicius declinent. But I more then fufped: the truth of 
tliis affertion. The belly was almoft bare. The bridles on 
the fides fliorter, and gradually encreafing in length.as 
they approach the ridge of the back, here fome were five 
Inches long- Between the eares on the head was a large 
tuft of thefe briftlesj which were moft part black. G. 
Pifb is out, who makes thefe Set^ on the back, folito he^ 
vtoresy ef molliores ^ and * Fulcoburgius much more in the 
right i who faith, Setce longiores^ quam pro corporis propor- 
tioned nigr(Z^ him inde macnlis candidis dijiinclie. 

The Eares were about two inches and ahalf 
long and pricking up. The Eyes (as they areufuallyin 
Piggs) but fmall s from the lower Canthus to the end of 
the nofe, fix inches. The Nofe like that of a Hogs. The 
mouth not large. The fide of the lower lip made fmooth , 
as it were by the rubbing of a Tus^e in the upper Jaw. 
The Teeth 1 will defcribe with the Sceleton, The Feet 
andClawes perfectly as in the common Hoggs , only the 
upper Claws on the fame foot proportionally longer^ 
being one inch quarter and a half long ^ whereas the true 
Clavps were Scarce one inch and an halfe . ^ Oviedus faith, 
ungulasnon partitas Jive bifulcas habent. KnA."^ Peter Mar ^ 
tyr^ as he is quoted by Gesner, tells us • they are Cloven 
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footed oncly before, & whole behind, but ours was no 

fuch mon/ier j nor were thofe obiervcd by F. Grejrorms 6c 
abundance more. Yet Jnjiotle, mxd Fltny too, acknow- 
ledge there arc Sn'me^tn'a.tiiYcSoltpedes. 

Our //o^ had no Tayie. Cauda ejl nulla, Saith '^ G. P^/o, 
but 1 wonder why then, he fhouid lu er his Picture-Draw- 
er to give him one> as in his/^/^n^. In Jo;2//w; he wearsa 
Tayle too ^ who ieklome mitfes the tranfcribiog t .e Errors 
of thofe before him^tho he might have borrowed a tar bet- 
ter picture out ok hamande^. P. Martyr mentions, that 
the Spaniards met with fome iuch Tayl-lefs Hogs in Vraba. 
Erat tarn exij/ua ejusmodi Jpris Cauda, ut prorfm abjctfja 
judicaretur. Nor is it any wonder that amongil the 6V^me 
ktnd, iornc have Tayles, and others none; for we fee the 
ame thing in Munk^eys too. 

Bat what IS molt particular in our //o^^, and makes the 
greateit wonder ;and differences it, from any other Ani- 
mal 1 know of in the World , is the Teat or Navill ox For a-^ 
men rather on the hinder part of the back. All who 
mention this y^/^m^/i look on this, as a thing fo extraor- 
dinary, and uncommon -, that I know not how their ama- 
zement has fo far clouded their realon, as to betray them 
into moft extravagant Conjedures, and opinions con- 
cerning iL Not any one, as I have met with, affording 
the leait glimmering ofa probable truth- But becaufe an 
account of ^/^/j"/?i3jr^, will be fomewhat large ; 1 fhall give 
it the iait; and Ihall now take a furvey of its inward organs. 
Oncly fhall premife in fhort whatthe ipm^^rj- of the A^^- 
turall Hijiory o^tht Indies, have given us of the nature 
oitlioTajacu, and the /^/^^^x where tis bred. 

Flieron. '- Ben:{pnus mentions they are in Panama, and 
nen> Spaine; ' Gomara tells us, they are in Nicaragua^ '\Ovie- 
dus faith, they are found in T^^rm iirma ', and ^' Lerim 
writes, they are in Brajilc too. They are uilaaily met 
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with in the Moiintaines, and woods ; and go in herds to- 
gether. They feed on roots, acorns, and fruits 5 but as 
the greateil delicacy they hunt for all manner of poyfo- 
nous vSerpents, and Toads ^ and having caught them> 
holding them with their tore feet ; with a great deal ot 
dexterity, with their teeth they llripof their kin from 
the head to the Tayle, then greedily devour them. Po^ 
jiea (iz\t\i ' Jo Faber^ who had the account from F. Grego-- 
rius^ who often has feen them, and lived in thole parts 
24 3/ears) Fs^dicenf feu certe arboris Corticem Jihi iiotum 
qtmrit^ quern comedit^ 7ie veneno inficiatur ; C^ hac ratione op- 
time nutrttur^ crefcit, & augefctt. When they are made 
tame, they will feed on any thing. But naturally they 
are very fierce. 

Ct/^W^^/ remarkes that the Srpi;/^^ xki^ Spaniards left on 
the lllands of St. Domingo^ St. Joannes ^ and Jamaica^ muh- 
tiplved^ and encreafed. But thofe in7^^rr^ Ftr7na A\xx'\x 
never go in the woods ^ but were deftroyed by the Lions, 
Tigers, and Z^/?^ r^rz^^m. Yet in thele woods, there arc 
great herds of theie T^j^^^^V, that can make their party 
good with the Feirceil of them, if any be wounded, 
prefently he gets to his affiftance a great number of his 
kind; and never leaves till he has revenged the injury, 
or is flain. They are allwayes at enmity with the Tigers^ 
And there is often found the body of a T'^gn^ and abun- 
dance of thefe T^7<^rz^j flain together. If they fpy a man 
they v/ill fiercely fet on him, and his beftefcape is to get 
up a tree, which they will mofl furioofly ailault with their 
teeth, nor will eafily 'eave him s till forced by hunger, or 
ilainby him, by Clubs, Darts, or a Gun, yjojephus a Cojla 
tells us, tis ufual this way to take them ; by a raansfliew- 
ing himfelf to them, whome they know they will prefent- 
ly perfae. If they hunt them, their dogs are often tonic 
in pieces by them. Their Flejh is efceemed very good^ 
and much defired by the Inhabitants, G. Ffjo laith> it e» 
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cells our Ho^s ; but Hernande:^ thinks it \^ durior atque 

infuavior. Tlicy have but a very Ixttlt fat ; our fubjed: 

had fcarce any. But I find it as a fpecial caution given 

by all, that as foon as they are taken, to cut out the frland 

on the back, leaft it taints the flefh. Thus Jofepb a Cojia^ 

Caro eorum commodijjima efii eji^ priufquam tamen in ci- 

bum detur^ umbilici tumor e in tergo prominent e pr (z feci o^ ab^ 

jeBoque opus ejL Nif hoc fiat^ uno die Caro putrefcet^^ 

Corrumpetur. iSlay K Gregorius would have itdoneiiB- 

mediately, without any delay : "" ^iuare Jiquod Animal e- 

jufmodi maUatur^ necejje ejtprorfus^ ut confeftim ipfi umbili-^ 

cus exfcindatur ^ quod nifi medie horce Jpatiofieret^ efui baud 

ampUus aptum animal for et ; tam teter enim inde fmtor ef^ 

flatur^ quivix fufferri poteji^ & reliquam carnis majfam om^ 

nemtnjicit. I muft confefs, thnglanddidi not feem to me, 

to have that oftenfive Imell s or to imprefs it on the flefh. 

This 1 am confident, that in flaying off the 6'^^Xunlefs 

they ftudioufly endeavour it; they cannot avoyd taking 

away the Gland too; it lying fo between the skin, and 

Fanniculus mufculofus ; which is always taken of with the 

skin, but of this more anon. 

We come now to the Anatomy >• where our obfervati- 
ons ihall be chiefly of fuch parts, as are of a different make 
from the fame in common Hogs ; or the moft common 
Animals. Having therefore divided the Mufcles of the 
belly ; what firit of all we took notice of, was the remark- 
able flirudures of the Stomachs, for it had three. Into the 
middlemoft:, was inlerted the Oefophagus or Gullet ; which 
we therefore fliall call the frji ventricle or Stomack. From 
this, on one fide was a large pajGTage into the fecond^ 
which pouching out had its two ends winding like a horn ; 
and on the other fide of the firfl: or middle fl:omack, was 
a free open paffage into the i^i^ir^ which emptyed it felf 
into the duodenum. 

For the exader apprehending the >^.. and external 
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form of thefe feveral Stomachs- I liavecaufed them to 
be reprefented in three different poftures, in three Schemes 
which fully demonftrates their oiitward^^^r^. In Fzg. y. 
Tab. I. you more plainly fee the windmg extremitys, or 
horns or the fecond Stomack. In the 2^5?. Fig. Tab. 2. the 
three Stomacks more in their natural fcituation , with the 
infertion of the Oefopha^us into the firft.In the ijt. fig. Tab, 
2. all three Stomaks opened, wherein is remarkable, that 
the firft Stomacl^ was lined within, with a white thick 
hard membrane i almoit like the inward /^//^/^ of the 
G^'^^r^of Fowls i with which none of the other Stomacks 
were endowed. For the inward furface ofthelecond, 
waslmooth,andfoft • its membranes thin, and more in- 
clining to the common make of that oE Carnivorous Ani- 
mals. The third fomewhat like this ; but thicker, and 
rimpled within, with large /?/?V^ or folds. 

Om common Hog fcemes to have but one Stomac]^ and 
much different from thele of our Tajacu. Where nature 
makes more 'tis no doubt for neceffary ufes. What here 
by the white pellzcie of the flrft Stomack, is plainly diftin- 
guiftied into three, is more obfcurely fo, in our common 
Ho^gs, ^ Dr^ Grew does give them but two ^ acknow- 
ledging it to be fhaped fomewhat oddly in a manner with 
a double Ventricle. ^' The one, and the principal, may be 
'^ called z^^^ii^^r magnus^ fhaped like that of Carnivorous 
'' Quadrupeds:, very thick, and Mufcular ^ efpecially on 
"the neck, and at the Pylorus. At the left end of this 
greater Ventricle, another far lefs, yetadiftindt one, is 
appendent. Much after the lame manner, as the l^tt- 
^' culum in z Sheep is to the Paunch, or as the Intejiinum 
'*• cmcum to the other Guts : for which reafon it may be 
*^ called C^cus Ventriculus^ieparated from the greater by 
*« a mufcnlar ligament, like a half Valve, where it joyns to 
it, an Inch, and half over, and thence is extended two 
Inches in length, ending in a twilled ox hooked Cone. 
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^^Not fo mufcular as the greater Venter^ but thin and 
^' membranous. The inward lurface alfo plain or with- 
'' out iold'>. This laft described, as it may anfv/er to the 
fecond Y'^^nXxiclo mom Taj acu : fohis venter mannus^ov: 
firft, may be diftinguifhed into two ; it having about the 
riglitcndor half ot the belly . feveral/7^ ashc obierv- 
ed, which anfwers to our third Stomack, the other end 
being plain, as was our firit. 

But what he takes notice of, that in the common H02 
againft the Py/^r^-fx ftands a lowvL^Xar uncle ^ as big as a 
fmali filberd kernel ; like a ftople to the Fy lotus • a part 
bethinks peculiar to this Animal. This in our Mexico 
Ho^ I did not obierve. His ^ conjecture of the ufe of it, 
is likely enough : it being io voracious ^xn. Kniv^dX ; for 
the preventmg a too fudden, and copious irruption of 
the Aliment, which is fufficientjy provided for in our fub- 
je€l,by the i^reat llreightningof the Pj'/^r^/x here ^ and 
the great afcent it muft make, before it can go out: 
which may be the reafon too, of natures making thefe le- 
veral Cells^ or partitions ^ for the better digeltion and 
maceration of the food, for it hzm^fru^iv or ous, gramini- 
vorous^ and Carnivorous too ; th^ Jiomacks are fo contriv- 
ed, as that the firit here,by its inward pellicle fomewhat re- 
fembles that oi Birds ^ that are Carpophagous i fo the others, 
thole of §luadrupeds. 

Why a jW?^ of any Animal, fhould be laid the moft to 
relemble Manm all its inward parts; without a Meta- 
phor^ I cannot underltand. It may be a paiTageinthat 
book, afcribed to Gallen de Anatome parva-^ may give 
fome occafion to this vulvar Errour None who fhali 
compare them together ; but will obferve, in feveral, if 
not moft parts, a vaft difierence^r as appears in what we 
have difcourfed of allready, the Stomachy. 

Falcohurgius ^ who diiledted a Tajacu^ which was 
brought from Brafde^ takes notice of thofe Tora//^ of the 
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Stomachy Ventriculus duas habet appendices^ veltit Cornua-^ 
alteram in fuperzore^ alteram in infima ejus parte *^ which 

is all he faith of it. Bat v/e fhall now proceed to the 

Guts. 

And thefe I find as remarkable as the Stomack^^ mirum 
& fingulare ffaith P F* Gre^orius, who had oft difTected 
them y eji y quod Intejiina^ & Ventris Vifcera contrario 
prorfus alijs Animalibus Jituohtinety renes verfiis nimirum 
revoluta : Ita ut quce in ventris parte wferiore^ ac pro* 
na ejje annexa deberent -^ Juperiori eadem potius ac fupina^ 
ubi jpina excurrit^ adhcereant^ G? quce fpince dorji contigua 
effenata funt -^ hcBC eadem inferiori in parte ventris ftuen^ 
fur. What is meant by all this, is I iuppofe, that th 
fmall guts^ which in other Animals, being fattened to a 
larger Mefentery^ ufually do hang dawn lower; here, 
were clofer gathered, by the fhortnefs of this membrane, 
to the Spzne; and the Colon^ which in others is more lu- 
fpended; here by its peculiar ftrudrare, lies loofe, and 
falls down. For the Duodenum arifing from the Py/<?- 
rus with a fhort turn s that and the other f m^ill In te/fines 
made abundance of Convolutions, and windings; and 
altho' the Me/entery was but very fhort from the Spine, 
and it's Circumference feemingly but ver / little : yet in 
this compafs it contained 27 foot of thefe Inteflines; 
for fo much they meafured from the Pylorus to the Colon. 
The Colon was not faitened to the Periphery or rim of 
the Me/entery, as ordinarily ; but arifing from the Ce?!- 
ter, or Middle, made a Spiral line, it's end hanging loofe; 
and it's turnings clofely united one to another by mem- 
branes. This Colon was very large, in refped: of the o- 
ther Guts 'y and as I meafur'd it, was 9 foot long. It 
had a fhort C^vcum, but pretty wide, and filled with fw^ 
ces. What Dr. Greiv obferves, that tis peculiar to the 
Ccecum of a Hog, and that of a Horfe 5 to have the fame 
flrudture with the Colon ) is true here too. And it may be 
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reckoned as an appendix of the Colon. In a Hog, Dr. Gretp 
makes feven Intejlines. The fame dijferences^ it may be, 
I might have met with here i but I was prevented by the 
little leaiure I had of being fo nice in this, asfome other 
parts 5 and it being kept io long before I had it for dif- 
ied:ion ; it was rendred lefs fit for fuch enquiries. FaU 
coburgius faith the length of all the^^^i^j- were 34 geome- 
trical feet, ours meafured more. The Structure of the 
Colon here, I look on as extraordinary. Some fuch gtit 
I find in a Go^^, making (cvetBl/piral windings in the 
middle of the Mefenfery; but then taking a compafs 
round, near the verge, to which are fattened the leffer 
inteftinesi atlaft pafles sntothe %S^;;^. So in aWood^ 
Cock^, there is fuch a Spiral Gut. But in our Tajacu not 
only the Stomack, Gut, and Meflentery were extraor- 
dinary i but the Mefaraicf^^ veflels too. For in men, 
and Dogs, 6?r. making the fegment of a Circle near 
the middle, they then fend out feveral large branches to- 
wards the Inteftiness which as they approach them, by 
their mutual inofculation^ for in feveral Imall Arches 
from whence ilTue numerous lelTer branches to the Guts 
themfelves. But here in our ifo^, we obferved a large 
Vein, and Artery, running a fraall and equal diftance 
from the Inteftines; and from them, arifing an infinite 
number of lefler, but fcraight veflels • which going to 
the Guts fo regularly, and in fo great numbers, afford- 
ed a very plefant fight. 

The Spleen^ was about 10 Inches long; almoft of the 
fame breadth throughout 5 and in the middle, was one 
Inch, and half broad, it was of a lead colour, a little 
fpeckled, or marbled. Lien palmas duas (equat tranf-^ 
verfas^ vix digitum minimum crajfus^ memhranm adipofm 
annexus^ faith Falcoburgius. 

The £^Wr confifted of four large M^j^^ and was of a 
dark red colour. It appeared plainly glandolous ; and 
had no Vejica fellea , which is the more remarkable; 
fince our common Swine have a large Cyftis fellea. But it 
had ^DuHus bilarius^ which went from t\\^ Liver to the 



Dmdenum^s nf^nallj. Falcoburgius faith, Hepar nulloli- 
gamento fufpenforio continetur s per membramtm folam ver^ 
tehris juncium. 

Thi Pancre., was about ,, or , Inches long,- and 
made up of feveral glands. But in thefe parts^ there 
being nothing extraordinary from the common make of 
the fame in other Aiiimals 5 we Ihall now pafs to the Or- 
gans of generation i where we ftiall meet with fomething 
more remarkable. 

The Tefles were two Inches long ;' larger at the up- 
per end, then the lower, and in the middle, about an 
Inch broad, they were placed in the Scrotum. Their 
colour white 5 their ftrud:ure clofe ; fo that the vefTels, 
which cdmpofed them ; did not fo plainly appear as in 
an ordinary Boar. Notwithjftanding which, no doubt 
their whole compages was vafcular; tho'* here cloler 
wrought together, and united. *^ Vaucltus Dathirius 
£e?;i^/<^mi- diicover'd this t^^/J:2//^r ftrud:ure of the TejUs, 
of zBoar^ as alfoofa il4^/^, about ten years before IR^g. 
de Graef publiftied his book, de organis VirorumGenerat. 
infervientib. and has given good figures of the fame. 
Tho' the latter has given, a much larger, and further 
account of this iubjecSt fince. Their tije is no doubt to 
prepare the tS^^T^e^Zi which is conveyed thence by the Va- 
Ja defer entia to th^VeJicul a feminales. Thefe defer entia 
arile near the lower part -of the Tejies ; and are fo in- 
ferred that they might almoft .equally empty themfelves, 
either into the Fe^ca Jeminales or Vrethra. I do not re- 
member what, or whither there were any Epididymis 
on the Tefles. 

\T\ic Feficuh feminales were i ^ Inch long; in fome 
places l in others half an Inch broad. Tho' tailed 
Feftculm ; yet here they appeared more glanduhus ; nor 
was their cavity any thing confiderabiy large. The 
common orifices to them, and the Vafa deferentia made 
a rifing in the infide of the urethra 5 whichi^ Gr^^/calls; 
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Caput GalUnaginis ; ill men and other Animals, there is 
a better refemblance, and (hew for the name. Inthofe 
too, at this place, is feated that glandulous body, caird 
t'mProftatce. But the FeJicuU here being io glandulous-, 
poffibly they may perform their office- Unlefs we fhould 
afcribe theirufe, tothofetwo^/^^^ixi which lay on each 
fide the t;r^f^r^ s and emptied themfelves with two O- 
rifices, near the root of the Penis. Ihcie glands were 
Cylindrical, of a whitifh yellow colour -an Inch, and 
half long; and J of an Inch in diameter. Their fub- 
flance clofcj like that of the Tefies -^ and no perceptible 
cavity within i and they lay along theoutfide the Vre- 
thra, reaching from the mufculi ereUores Penis ^ to the 
glandulous /^^/^^^^/^ before defcri bed. 

"^0 Van Horn would have a three-fold matter of the 
Seed ; one from the Tejies ; the fecond from the Vefieu^ 
lie feminales 5 and a third from the Proflates. But] this 
deGraaf, ftrongly appofes s and will admit only that 
from the Tefies i which is tranfmitted to the VeficuU fe- 
minales, and not.at all bred there. But in our fubjed:, 
and fo in fome others, they being glandulous^ they mult 
therefore fecretefome juices which in all likelyhood is 
lome ways ferviceable, tho* not principally, in ge- 
neration- And indeed in the Hog-hind, I find thefe 
parts very remarkable. In a Boar there are two forts of 
Veficulm feminales ^ one veficulous, the other glandulous. 
In a Hedge-hog, there arethree pair of Veficulm feminales-^ 
two in the cavity of the abdomen; and a third between 
the Mufcies of the Belly, and the Skin. In a female 
Hedge-hog too, I find in the fide of the Vagina, below 
the Orifice of the Vrethra, a glandulom body placed^ 
which has a confiderable cavity for it's bignefs ; and a 
plain Orifice 5 by which it empties it felf into the ure- 
thra. But of this more, when I give the Jnatomy oi 
that Animal. And at prefent, fhall not further reafon 
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on thefe parts , but only obfervc that the Penis m otir 
Tajacu^ was a long flender body j made np oi feverai 
Mufcles whereof two were very long. 

Tht FeJicaVrinaria or bladder ot Urine was rounder 
then in fome other Animals i where ufually 'tis more ob- 
long. The Ureters were infer ted at the neck of the 
bladder 5 not fides, as in fome. How the kidneys were, 
I do not now particularly remember i bus beieive, there 
was nothing extraordinary -, meeting with Eothing of 
them in my notes. I (hall therefore haHenta the Tho- 
rax ; where we did not meet much obfervablcj unlefs 
it was the defcendent trunck of the Arteria Aorta. 
Which I fliali defcribe ^ having firit premifed, what 
^ Falcohurgius writes of the other parts here; which is 
only this, fc. Cor a diaphragmate dijtat palmam tranf- 
verjam unam. Pulmones mjeptemlohos dijiributi^ quorufu 
in utroque latere tres fiti^ Jeptimus vero circa Cordis 
mucronempofituSy tanquam utrtque Communis. 

But what of all furprifed us moft^ and made usfoon 
neglecSt the other parts; which we faw had nothing but 
what was common ; was the ftrange formation o\ the 
Aorta,, which as it defcended along the fpine^ in all 
other Animals, I have obfervcd its trunch^zXiixo^oi an 
equal bignefs; only a little tapering downwards. But 
here between the heart and its branchings into the 
Iliac Arteries, we found three large /n:^^///i^^j- out. The 
largeft was that nearell the hearty which after a fraall 
ftraightning again, emptied it felf into the fecondi 
which tlio' fomethmg lefsthen the firft;. yet much lar- 
ger than the third, which was near the divifion of the 
Aorta into the 'R^mi lliaci. Two oi thele fwelltngs I 
opened; and found within, feverai unequal Ceils, or 
hollows; but withal could not perceive but the Mem- 
branes here, were altogether as thick as where the Ar- 
tery was nothing extended. 
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Thefe cxtenfions of an Artery by Galen, and all others-, are 

called Jneurijmata \ as thofe oi ^Fein.Faruess and are 

reputed to happen^ when the inward Coat of the Artery is 

burften and fo gives way for the extenfion of the outwards 

and commooly they have been occalioned by pricking an 

^r/^ry,when they have defigned a Vein. But what fhouid be 

the canfe of it^in our fubjed^is moit difficult to affigne. For, 

it being the only one of the kind I have diiled:ed; I know 

not howfar itraaybe/r^i^^r^a^?/r^4 or whither in others 

the fame be to be met with again. If praeternatural, 'tis the 

more remarkable it fliould happenheres becaufe this is the 

ttrongeft,and thickeft^r^^ry in the whole body. UnatwaU 

there is nothing 1 can at prelent better paralel it with,then 

thofe protuberant fwellings in thtAortaoiSilkwormes^ and 

other fuch In feBs, which Malpigbi takes forfo many feveral 

hearts. Which muft be allowed him, unlefs we will deny 

them to have any heart at all. Which poflibly it may. For 

in % Leech, there are two large ^r^m^j, without any of 

thefe fwellings J fo we muft either confefs them, to be two 

hearts ; or not to have any ; for there is no part yet I 

have obferved in them, that I can give that name to, be- 

lides/ nor to thefe too, without fome allowance. 

As to the other parts, we have but little to fay ; for 
want of time, we had not leafure to examine the5m//2. 
The Aperture of the Bye wasbutfmall, as in thei^i?^- 
kind. Tile membrana nicUtans. Plainer, then ufually in 
Quadrupeds ; which might be convcuient, lince wallow- 
ing in Mud, they might the better rub off any filth , that 
mi'ght happen there 

The Mujclcs not (o diftind:, as in fome Brutes; and 
hence the motion of their eyes not fo quick nor regular. 
TIkj J'//^i/ round. The Optic\ nerve inferred almoft in 
t\\tAxiscA the Eye; and on the infide, made a fmall 
dint. The r/;or^/W^i" of a pale violet, and brownifh colour. 

But we fliall now come, to what leems mbft peculiar to 
this Animal; aadasl know of, to be met with, in none 
befidcs; and is mentioned by all not without great ad- 
miratiouj v/ho have wrote of this Itrange Hog; vii{. The 
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Glandukuf body on the back. Had I not had the firft 
notice of it from them; 'tis a thing fo iinGommon, 
that in all likelyhood it had paded inobferved by me, as it 
might have done too; had only afingle Author aflerted 
the Vmbihctis or Navel to be placed there. But finding 
fo univerfal a confent, I thought, that tho* they might 
be miltaken in their conjcdures about the ufes; yet 
there mnft be fomething that muft offer the occafion. 
Having therefore at laif found it out, and well obferved 
it; Ifhallheregivethedefcription of it, as Iviev/edic; 
then deliver the opinions of others, what they conjecStured 
it might be; and laftly offer my own thoughts concer- 
ning it Which having done, and taking a fliort furvey of 
the Sceleton^ we Jhall conclude. 

In my defcription of t\\i% part^ I fhall have frequent re- 
courfe to the fi^^ii^res 1 have cauied to be made of it. 
Which being fo accurate,and to the life, will cafily difco- 
ver to the Phantaiie what it isj better then it can be drawn 
ordefcribed bywords. In fi^itirc i. by tlie letter [a] you 
have the place pointed to s where 'twas feated on the bacl^ 
vi\. juft on the ridge of It, over the hinder legs, but fo 
covered by the long brijiles there ; that it was not to be 
obferved, but by opening oi tlneni, v/ith thehandi and 
and then you fhall find aimall fpace there almoll bare,; 
only befet with fewer, fliorter and finer hairs; and in the 
middle of it, the protuberant orifice of the gland i by 
which it difcharges itfelf of the liquor, which is fepa- 
rated by it within. This orifice, or foramen, wliich is ex- 
actly reprefented in it's natural bigncls, and form in 
Tab. I. Ji^ure 3. had its lips a little reilecSled, and pro- 
tubcr.:nt above thefurface of the skin. It would eafily 
admit of a large probe ; which I could turn into feverai 
parts >f thjz G/a?id. Upon a gentle prefTure with my finr 
gcr, Icci Id obicrve a fmall quantity of a whiteyellowifh 
jmce, and fome part of it of a little darker Colour^ 
which 5/cildcd a very pleafant, and agreeable /^ra^; and 
was judged by rny fclf, and feverai others, who fmek it; 
to be much like that of Musl^ or Civets ThcGiandit 



Mf was feated between the skin and fomepartoftlie/^^;z- 
mculus (arm/us. For m the middle of that part^ or fur- 
face, which refpecSled the back, 'twas bare; and not 
covered with that Miifclci and only the edges of it in- 
doled within it, fo that in taking off the skin, the Gland 
too, as Ihaveobferved, could not eafily elcape, but go 
with iti however this Mis/cie. may be affiiting to it by its 
contradiions, in preiiingoot of its liquor: as the Sphin- 
Uer Mufcle is to thole Scent Bags ^ placed at the Extream 
of the Jieiium of other Animals, as I have formerly hinted. 
Iho G/^W wasexacStly of the dimenfions as reprefented 
in ^fah. i « figure 4. 'Twas Conglomerated or made op ot fe- 
veral minute, and fmali white glandules. It had no con- 
iiderable (y//^^, or Cavity within i but like the Pancreas^ 
or Salivatory glands, it had abundance of fecretory Duc- 
tus s-^ whicU termmatuig at lalt in one^ difcharged it's 
feparated juice by that common ortfice in Figure 3.

This ortfice havmg fomething of a relemblance of a 
Navei.has impofed upon almoft a//fwhohave but thus lu- 
perlicially viewed it without examining any thing further j 
to beleive it, an Vmbiiicus : and thole who have devia- 
ted from this fentimeat; have been as unhappy, in de« 
livering altogether as abiurd^ and extravagant Conjee- 
tares about it. To name them, (which is the fecond 
particnlar which I promifed j will be a fufficient confu- 
tatioos Which on this account I do only, to intimate 
how little we ought to reft fatisfied with the Natural Hi'- 
fiory ot' knimzls, at pre lent we have given us. Not boc 
'thofe who have done lo much; juftly deferve their due 
commendations. But it would be a great refiedion, chat 
having their helps-, and fat greater advantages, (hould 
wc not improve their obfervations. 

F.Grcgonus^ { who had fo great an opportunity of ac^- 
quaintmghimielf with the truth of It, being fo long in 
the Country J tells iis^ Vmbiiicus exit per Jpinam czrca Clu- 
nes. Nieron Ben\onus faich^ that in a. port in Fanama^ 
the Spaniards had given them by die Natives, breads fi(h, 
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fruits, and fwi nes flefli. Jpri atitem ijH Indicia feu ajrrejh's 
fucs; Vmhtlicum in dorfo n^erunt. In the notes to this 
Chapter^ rhe fame is confirmed of the nildbofr^s ia IS^ew 
Sbain. And Gomara writes the fame, of thofe in BraJ/le, 
Oviedus tells us of choic in'J>rr^ /rm^, tXv^tV mbtUcufntn 
medio dorfo gerunt. jojepbtu a Cojia affirms much the 
fame 5 Saytios animalia (tint Jprtformia Umbiiicum in 
dorfo gerentes. Jo. Faber concludes from thele, and all the 
accounts he could meet with, in the ivriters of the Nc^tu^ 
ral Hijtory of the IVeJt Indies, as a moil misdoubted truth; 
Sayno ejfe Aprum^cui Vmhilicus non in ventre fed in dor jo 
prominet. And altho' in fome other circumftances, their 
teftimonies difagree ; yet he faith, in hoc omnia conve- 
niunt^ Vmbilicum circa dor fi Spinam exijiere. 

Indeed he is very liberal ^ and gives him, ( if I may lo 
call it j along Nave i'flrzng too. It may be, being im- 
poled on, by the piBure of Nardus Ant. ^cchus ^ where 
there is fomething very prominent; and as I believe, was 
defigned only, to point to the places where this fuppofed 
Navel w^s leated i rather then to reprefent any thing na- 
tural in it. But in the defcription, his words are thcfd 
^ fed quod maximopere admit er is ^ ac preter naturm feriem 
contigijfe dicer e queas^ nee ullis alijs in bejtijs animadvert as^ 
eji -^ quod Animal hoc prominentiam quandam in dorfo for ti- 
tumfuerit^ eminent em apprime & detruncati forma intejlini 
conjpicuam : Ethane inaextra quidem fui parte ^ prope fpi- 
nam dorfifitam^ dunes Jc. verfus ^ per pendicular iter Gernta- 
lis Mafculini potius quamuf^bilict regioni^ in ventre adejje 
porcisfoliti, refpondentem. In his Scholia on this, he fpends 
fome^^^^j- in reafoning on this fo odd a Phcenofuenom. 
But being fo moch miftaken in the o^^of the queftion ; we 
fhallnot trace him farther % but fee what others have 
thought of it. 

And our next inftance fhall be, the opinion of Falco- 
burgius, a Phyfitian at Ley den ^ who difled'ed one brought 
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1 rom lirafile. And from aa Anatofnijt, we might expecSl: 
lometiiing more accuraic Indeed he denyes it to be a 
Navel i but will have it to be a breaji^ or Mamma, I will 
give his account ot it, as I meet with it hi^ Bartholine i 
who has taken itoutot Marf/ravius (which at prefent I 
nave not by me) in aor/i (Liy she) externi medietate^ Jitrs 
ju^cr f^inam dor/i pro[)e vertebras Lumbar es^ mamma ejt^ 
cujus circumjcrentiam aureus ducatus metiebatur^ quam 
jjoncllis lachindts dcjlmatam ejje^ ex glandulis fiihjiratis ju- 
dicabat i in eas enimveiKe varice^ eceque Jatis majrnw inje* 
rantur, Pa[)illarum in fumine nullum ujum credcbat j nulla 
eni m ^landula fuhjicitur^ necvafa fanguifera comparent pro 
lade ^enerando jufficientia. Indeed '^o. de Laet in his anno- 
tions on that Chapter in ^ Marg^ravius^ tells us, he was 
fully informed by chofe that lived in Brajile s that the 
youiig/^/^x there, did fuck the Teats under the belly ; and 
not that Aincyed one on the bac/{^; He will rather have 
it therefore, zxiVfubilicus ^ as all the A^^^/t^^j* take it to 
be. 

But the third opinion is that o^ .Jo. Lerms.zndTkevetusy 
who make it a Spiraculum, by which it breaths, Habet 
(laithhc) a natura foramen in dorfo, quemadmodum in ca- 
pHeJiiem ?nari?mm habere dixi^ quo fpiritum emittit^ admit-- 

titque^'J GuL Fifo with a fhortCeniure on it, denies that a- 
uy of thefe oliices ought to be given to this part ; and is 
moreinclinable to the opinion oi^Her?iande:^; who hav- 
ing difeited it, afTures us; tis on\j gla7idulo fa qtmdam^ & 
mollis pin^uedo. The Colour, I beieive, made him call it 
pinguedo:, xkio really it's lubilance is wliolly glandulous. 

\\x it [Hernande^s^ faith) fe reczpit humor quidam aqueus, 
qui digitis exprefjus fluit. But I wonder, that having 
Icen, and diiiedied them he takes no notice of the Icent 
it yeilds. 

Tointerpofe therefore my own ConjecSare concerning 
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nusiii Naviaar. in Brafil c. v- y C. Pilocie indi.fc liiriufijuc rer Nar. &:iMcd> L > 
pag. 9^. z Fraac. ikrjiaiiut/- iliii. Quaarupcu. Novx Hifp. Ti afl. n c 2. p. 8.

}t', (^ which is the third thing I promifedj there is nothuig 
I can parallel this ;^/^W with more, thanthofe/r^^a^-Z'^^fAr, 
ov fcent-glands^ 1 have formerly mentioned to be m o- 
ther Animals. Fortho* the whole body may be pcripi- 
rable; and io diffufe a fmcll; yet that peculiar ffetor^ 
which is obfcrvcd in all fir onj^-fcented Animals^ 1 have 
hitherto conftantly found, more remarkably collected in- 
to one parti the particles, which caufe it, being lepara- 
ted from the Mafs of blood by peculiar ^/^;?^x ; which 
either quickly difcharge it wholly out of the body, as in 
lome : or tranlmit the leparated juice into ba^s, or blad- 
ders^ where it remains fomelonger time, as in many o- 
ther Animals. 

This I firlt took ^ notice of, in Polecats; that jufl at the 
extream of the I^Uum^ were placed two ba^s, filled 
with acraflfe, and whitidi liquor i whole /i^/?^ was fo ve- 
ry great, that I could not well endure the room, till I 
had removed them j and then the whole body feemed ve- 
ry inofFenfive. The fame 1 have obferved in abundance 
of other Animals j as in all the Polecat-kind, in our 
common Cats; InaLyow?; in Do^s^ In a />>:xr, &c. Thole 
ba^s in the Civet-Cat^ or Hymna odonfera are nothing 
but the fame. As are likewife thofeof a Musk^quajh nvcw- 
tioncdbj Jo (f elm in his hijiory of the J^arities ot Mm- 
England, For they are not the TejHcles of that Animal 
as that Letter itom Dublin in the Phzlo/ophH-TranJaciions 
N\i27. pa^. 6s3. does intimate, for having feen the 
Sktns here in Town; and thofe Mush Cods i I find them 
tobeonly the&^;2^-^^^/. So the Cafioreum we have in 
our Shops, is not the Stones of a Beaver -, as formerly re- 
puted j but of the fame nature altogether with our 6V^w^- 
bags. 

Ifhouldbe too prolix, fliould linlarge upon this fub- 
jeft here, it Ihall fuffice to fay, that in molt Species of 
Animals there may be obferved, fomething the fame, or

or analogous to it, which give them, their peculiarj^- 
tors, or liiiells. Thus 1 have obferved in l^ptiles^ as the 
•' l\attlejnake, in Vipers^ in our Qovaxxiow Snake ^ &€• two 
lonjrba^s in the Tayle ; which empty their /^i^^W liquor^ 
near the verge of the J{eclum. But in all Animals, 1 find 
not thele ba^s or glands feated herej but in fome, in dif- 
ferent parts of the body. In Fowl^ and Birds in the rumps 
{ as I have formerly mentioned J you will meet with two 
glands y which have their pipes or fecretory duilus arifing 
on the top of it, above the furface of the Skin ; which 
diichargcs a fsetid liquor. I find thefe Glands the largeft 
in Geefe^ and the D^^^^kind, which ufe the water , and a- 
ny one at the table, by tailing may perceive in a I)uc\^ 
howftrong fcented they be. In T^r^yV, tis lefs glandu- 
lous i but they have a larger CyjUs within. In the Of- 
trid^e indeed, Idid not oblerve it on the T^mp ^ but 
fomething higher on the bac\^ where it made two bun- 
chings out^ and under the Skin Ifounda(y//2>///Wwith 
a concreted yellowifh juice, this fomething approached 
near the place, where was feated the Gland in our Mexico 
Ho^, which I call the Scent-gland :, and it yielding fo 
grateful a perfume ( for fo it was efteemed by my felf, and 
ieveral others, whofraelt it) from it, I have named it, 
the Mexico Musk^Hog. 

This diiterence is remarkable 5 whereas our Mus\Hog 
has it's Scent Glandi^zlz^LOVLXki^backj and it has been by 
moft hitherto miilaken for a Navel : So the Ga:^ella or 
M/is^^ Deer has his Musk^bag on the belly near the Vmbili- 
cUs. This being (o largely defcribed by Lucas Schroekius 
n\\\h Hijioria iVib/<?i^i not long fince publifhed, I fhall re- 
fer to him, for a further account oi it. 

But It may be expecSted perhaps 1 fliould give fome far- 
ther reaions for the name I have bellowed on our Hog : and 
the rather too, fince no Juthor has call'd it zperfume, 
but branded it as the greateft Stinky-, As is already ob* 
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ferved by that great Caution they give, of cutting it ODt, 
leait it fpoils all the other flefh, Jo. Faber labours much to 
giv^ an account, how this horrid fcetor fliould happen. 
And having fallen into one errour, in fuppofing it aiV^- 
vel'^ that leads, and prsecipitates him into others. And 
makes him fancy fometimes it may be from t\\cVnm :^ 
whole Virulent Steams may come here, by the Vrachus. 
Other times he knows not, but that an InteJHne likewile 
may be fattened there: but is moft of all nclinable to 
think, 'tis irom the Vrinaculum as he calls it. Thus he 
obferves what an horrid StinJ^the Urine of Cats will make, 
where it lights. But here I muft remark that in rendring 
their vrme, at the fame time, they may empty th^it Scent- 
bags feated at the J^cium, which mixing with it, in a 
great meafure, may give it if s Jirong fcetor. So the fame 
of J^ts.zndMice, of z Fox when hunted, &c. And I 
am apt to think twas by removing thefe Scent-bags ra- 
ther, then taking out the Kidneys ^ that they made the 
Sarigoy td\h\^, which otherwife ftank fo much, that the 
Barbarous Natives refuled them, as out of Lerius, Jo. F'a^ 
ber takes notice. This Stink therefore or 6w^// in ourT^* 
jacuy come not from any other parts ^ but is naturally ie- 
parated here. As is the Musk^, the Civet, the Cajior, the 
fmellof a Fox, of the Fole-Cat, &c. in their proper &<?;2^« 
Glands, and Scent^bags. Nor am I any thing concerned, 
that others fay it Stinks , when I would make it z perfume'^ 
Or do I, queition, but that their Senfe, and Nofes were 
as good as mine- Since I know, that the belt /^^r/^;^^/ 
lometunes make the greateit Stinks, Civet, nay Musk^ it 
felf when frefh, and green, and in large quantities, are no 
ways agreeable, butvcry oifenfive to the Imell; as many 
have obferved, And what is more too, fuch is Amher^ 
greafe at the firft, as ' GuL Fijo does aflure us. ^od equi^ 
dem mirum ('faith ht) cum omnis, ante tnfolativnem, rnolle 
tantum gluten fit Ambra, tngratoque adeo odore nares fe-* 
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riens, ut ah tncxptrtis plane refpiiatur. Our Tajam, there- 
tore when young, and when but a (mail quantity of this 
1 iquor is leparated by this Gland-, may afford but little, or 
no Scent. So Eoxes till they are well grown, do not much 
Stinh^^ but afterwards, when in great plenty this juice is 
voyded; by it's copiofnefs, and being thin, and fluid, 
and fo more vapourable ; it might ftrike our Organs with 
fuch brisk, and nimble ftrokes i as to create a pain ♦ 
whereas a more leafurely appulfe of its particles from a 
lefTerj and concreted body, may give a pleafure. As the 
feirce rayes of afcorching fire, does excite a dolorous 
fenfe/ whenas it i^ delighted, and refrellied by the gent- 
ler beams of a moderate Sun. 

OmTajacu, therefore no doubt, when this gland does 
very liberally difcharge it^s liquor, may be thought to 
jlinl^^ and yet this //iw^in time, may hccomcz perfume. 
Thus that foetid liquor in the Sceiit-ba^s of a I^Peafel^ 
having formerly put it on a paper, and kept it a Uttie 
while ; afforded me a pleafant fmelL Why therefore we 
perceived no if ink, at firft, upon the diifedliion ot this 
Gland', but rather a fweet, and pleafant fmell, (if it is o- 
therwife in the Countries where they breed) this may be 
the reafbn ; becaufeithad been deadiome^ays, before 
1 examined this part. And then I found but a fmall quan- 
tity oi an incraffated liquor there- Tho* I muft ackno w* 
ledge that 1 was informed that when it was alive i it was 
oblerved by the family, where 'twas kept; that where- 
ever it went, it left a good perfume behind it. This I 
am fure of, that when 'twas dead, and obferved by me, 
and feveral others,- it yielded % fragrant one, which I 
think is fufficieut to juftifie, or at leait to excufe the Name 
I have given it. 

And now to give a fhort account of the Sceletm and fo 
to end ; we oblerved that the Cranium^ feemed entire, 
^i'^OMt futures. From the Nofe, to the end of the Pole 
8 i Inches. Here the Cranium grew very narrow i and 
thendidfpreadit felf again triangularwife, and behind 
made a large hollow where it relpedted the back ; and 
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where were inferted ftrong Mufcles, and the ligament 
from the back, 1 formerly mentioned \ by which means 
the/^^^iis kept foftraightupj that when alive, he {^^m- 
ed to have but a very fhort ii: any Ncc kjii all. The ?orus 
auditorium or pafTage tothe£«r^ was fomething remarka- 
blci being placed near the Pole, and is reprefented by 
letter (h) in the Sceleton. 

In the upper Jan? before were four Teeth or hicijorcs. 
A little farther was placed a large iiat Tusl^^ Iharp edged; 
and (landing outwards; and beyond that, of each iide^^ 
fix double Teeth or Molar es. In the Baby \ouffa there 
are but five; and abating the largenefs oi the Tusl^^ in 
the lower Jaiv ; and thofe Horns /'as "^ Dr. Grerv adercs them 
to be; who calls this Animal a Horned Hog) in the up- 
per ; in a] molt all other refpeds, the bones of the head 
here, were like thole of that Animal. 

The lower Jan> was 6 % Inches long ; i ; broad at the 
firft double Tooth , of which there were fix of each 
iide. The /^ftw^ of the lower Jaw here, from the Dentes 
Molar es^ to the Incifores ; feemed fpongy and carious ; 
and the Tusks in this Jaw^ were rotted out; as were 
one, or two of ihc Inci/ores ^ which in all were about 
four. 

There were kvtn Vertebrce oi the Nec\; which mea- 
fured in length 4 i Inches. The firft or Atlas^ had two 
broad tra^nivcrfe procejfes, but no [pine. The fecond had 
a broad large Jpzne. The third, fourth, fifth, had no 
/pines; the lixth, and feventh, had large acute ones. 
There were nineteen ^^r^^-i^r^ of the ^^y:>^; the /pines of 
the firft, fecond, and third, were about three Inches long, 
but they gradually decreafed, as they approached the 
Tayle. The firft Fertebra of the Os Coccygis, was two 
Inches long, but I thought, that firft it might have been 
feveral ; tho' now 'twas but one bone. There were about 
fix^^r^^^r^more; which ran no farther then the extent 
of the Os JJchij.

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There were fourteen ^R^bs of each fide, The Os Sterni 
jutted out about aa Inch, beyond the fetting on of the 
firft J^bs:, 

The Scapula was five Inches long. The Os femoris of 
the forefoot, j i Inches long. The OsTibm of the fore 
foot, about the fame length 'in the whole; but from the 
jundure with thtOs femoris^ to the Os Metatarfi twas but 
four Inches. For from the jundure with the Thigh-bone, it 
jutted out further as in the Fig. The bones of the Tar- 
[us were five : of the Metatarfus three, about two Inches 
long. The bones of the Digiti nine i there being three, 
to each Claw; and three f/is^n?/ on each fore fool^.
